MARSHALS PLACED 
ON SALARY BASIS 


Changes in Federal Service 
of the Northern District of 
Georgia Will Go Into Ef- 
fect on December 1.

United States field deputy marshals 
of the northern division of the north- 
ern district of Georgia will be placed 
on a salaried footing, commencing De- 
cember 1, atcording to announcement 
just received by United States Mar- 
shal Howard Thompson from the at- 
‘torney generals office at Washing- 


ton. 
This means that the fee system 
which has been operative for years 
and which has been condemned and 
abolished in all but a few federal dis- 
tricts, will be a thing of the past here. 
Another radical change brought 
about by the order will be the abolish- 
ment of the office of court bailiffs, as 
such, for the three bailiffs will be re- 
placed hereafter by three deputy mar- 
shals who will be brought in from 
their duties in the field during the 
sittings of court. These deputies will 
not only look after the order of the 
courtroom and attend to the assem- 
blage and passage of juries to and 
from the box, as bailiffs are accustom- 
ed to do, but they will have in addi- 
tion the powers of deputies in arrest- 
ing prisoners, carrying them to and 
from jail and in serving subpoenas. 
The new order, it is pointed out, 
will not only save the pay of the 
balliffs, but mM will insure a trained 
corps of attendants in the court 
wherever it may be in session. Since 
the bailiffs were only paid by the day 
and were not allowed traveling ex- 
penses, they seldom went on the cir- 
cuit, it is said, and the court was 
placed at the disadvantage of relying 
in great measure on untried men.

ANTL-PEACE OUTBREAK 
TAKES PLACE IN LONDON 


Canadian and Australian Sol- 
diers Throw Peace Advo- 
cates From Platform. 


London, November 29.—Canadian and 
Australian soldiers, with a sprinkling 
of territorials, tonight took charge of 
Memorial hall, where the “Union of 
Democratic Controj,” an organization 
opposed to conscription, and which fa- 
vors peace, was advertised to hold a 
meeting, and unceremoniously threw 
the speakers from the platform and 
turned the gathering into a recruiting 
meeting. 

The soldiers gained admission with 
tickets other than those circulated to 
the members of the union, and forming 
themselves at the top of the stair lead- 
ing to the great hall and galleries, 
forcibly took possession. 

Bombs containing “asphyxiating 
gases” were launched, and then the sol- 
diers took the platform by storm. Sev- 
eral speakers, including E. D. Morel, the 
leader of the union, sought refuge in 
an ante-room, as did the women who 
were distributing leaflets. The pro- 
moters of the meeting were thrown 
from the platform with the furniture, 
to which they clung. 

The soldiers took the places of the 
speakers and passed a resolution de- 
manding that the activities of the union 
should be stopped, and declaring that 
the only terms of peace acceptable to 
the allies were. those which should be 
dictated after the complete defeat of 
Germany.

STATE LOSES HEAVILY 
BY PROHIBITION BILLS 


“Dry” Laws Will Cost 
About $170,000 in 1916, and 
-About $240,000 the Next 


Year. 


It took the general assembly some 


time to pass the appropriations bills, 
that subject having been the bone of 
contention through two sessions, but 
since the appropriations bills, general, 
special and deficiency, have been passed, 
the legislature has done such a good 
job of it that it has overshot the prob- 
able revenue for 1916 by more than 
$600,000. 

The total appropriations for 1916 
will run to approximately $6,522,913. 
The total visible revenue for 1916 is 
about $6,000,000. These figures would, 
therefore, leave a visible deficit of some 
$522,913. 

Less in Revenue. 

Including the license taxes on near 
beer saloons and locker clubs, the in- 
come estimated for 1916 for the pur- 
pose of levying taxes is $6,170,862. In 
estimating the income for the year of 
1916, it must be reckoned that the 
revenue from liquor will be cut more 
than one-half. From beer saloons the 
state realized $222,550, and from locker 
clubs 318,000 for 1915, or a total of 
$240,650. 

Next year this tax will be prorated 
from January 1 to May 1. A conserva- 
tive estimate for these five months,

Warden Zerbst has set aside Tues- 
day of each week. The prisoners troop 
into his office all day long. Hardly 
any other business is carried’on by the 
warden. 

He hears the troubles of the poor, 
unfortunate, whose family, deprived of 
his support, is in distress; the hopeful 
prisoner, who seeks advice to proceed 
for executive clemency or parole; the 
meek inmate, who objects to an over- 
bearing cellmate;.the lovelorn youth, 
whe wants to receive and write an ex- 
tra amount of correspondence to and 
from his sweetheart in the north—a 
thousand varied requests. 

Prisoners obtain interviews with the 
warden by means of a printed slip cir- 
culated through the prison on Monday 
morning.

London, November 29. — Desperate 
fighting continues on the summits 
around Gorizia; the Italtans claim to 
have captured more Austrian trenches 
but the Austrians declare that the at- 
tacks along the Isonzo have been re- 
pulsed. 

A Zurich dispatch credits a semi-of- 
ficial Austrian dispatch with the report 
that the suburbs of Gorizia are in 
flames and that evacuation of the town 
by civilians is proceeding methodically. 

Artillery and aerial fighting has 
marked the progress of events in 
France, while in Russia an almost com- 
plete lull prevails. In the Caucasus a 
recrudescence of activiity, however, is 
reported, Petrograd recording several 
scouting expeditions. 

After clearing the battlefield at 
Ctesiphon, near Bagdad, in Mestopota- 
mia, the British again have withdrawn 
to the river. The Turks report that the 
British were forced to retire by reason 
of counter attacks, after suffering very 
heavy losses. * 

Artillery engagements in which Brit- 
ish monitors take a hand, continue on 
the Gallipoli peninsula. 

It is reported from Rome that Aus- 
tria is secking a separate peace, ap- 
parently with Italy. This is not gener- 
ally credited here, although in some 
quarters the German emperor's visit to 
Vienna is believed to lend some color 
to the rumor. 

The recent successes of the allies in 
Kamerun are considered likely forerun- 


trated at Jaunde and although well 
supplied with guns, find it difficult, 
owing to the British coast blockade, to 
get munitions. The allied forces are 
now converging on Jaunde, while other 
columns are being sent out to cut off 
any attempt at retreat.

“A semi-official Austrian dispatch, 
published here, says the suburbs of Go- 
rizia are in flames and that evacuation 
of the town by the remaining civilians 
is proceeding methodically.” 


Berlin, November 29.—(By Wireless 
to Sayville.)—Further damage has been 
done by the bombardment of Gorizia, 
according to dispatches given out to- 
day by the Overseas News agency. It 
is said that the old cathedral which 
contains the famous picture of “Our 
Lady,” by Tintoretto, has suffered se- 
verely and that the hospital of the 
Episcopal college has been destroyed. 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR ITALIANS. 


Rome, November 29.—(Via Paris.) 
Further progress has been made by 
Italians northwest of Gorizia, near 
Oslavia on the Carso plateau, says the 
official statement issued at the head- 
quarters of the general staff. The text 
of the communication follows: 

“In the mountainous zone of the thea- 
ter of operations the very rigorous 
temperature has not lessened the acti- 
vity of our troops. Along this front 
the action of our artillery continues. 
In the Felixon valley our offensive is 
developing regularly. During an at- 
tack of Mrzli on the 26th we captured 
a machine gun from the enemy. 

“On the heights northwest of Gorizia 
our attacks continued successfully, 
After taking by storm strong trenches 
of the enemy east of Hill No. 188 we 
made. prisoner 113 men, three of whom 
were officers. 


Augusta, Ga., November 29.—Trial of 
Thomas E. Watson, which began in the 
federal court here Friday last, had pro- 
gressed at adjournment of court late 
today to the polnt where the prosecu- 
tion and defense each had ‘concluded 
their opening arguments to the jury 
which is to determine whether or not 
the Thomson, Ga,, author and editor js 
guilty of having sent obscene matter 
through the United States mals. 

Watson was the closing witness for 
the defense. He attempted to get be- 
fore the jury his motives in publishing 
the articles containing the alleged ob- 
scene matter, but was overruled. He 
was allowed, however, to state that he 
took certain Latin quotations, alleged 
to be obscene, verbatim from “The 
Priest, the Woman and the Confes- 
sional,” written by “Father Charles 
Chiniquy,” and that “Chiniquy” took it 
from “Moral Theology,” a book, Watson 
said, was written by Peter Dens sev- 
eral years ago. Watson declared this 
was considered a “standard work of 
Catholic literature.” 

Watson admitted writing the articles 
mentioned in the indictment. 

Issue Net of Metives. 
In the opening speech for the gov- 
ernment, Wallace Miller, assistant 
United States district attorney, declared 
that the issue rested solely upon wheth- 
er or not the language used in several 
of Watson's publications méntioned in 
the indictment was or was not obscene. 

The defendant, personally and 
through counsel, had said he did not 
seek to “avoid responsibility for the 
mailing of the matter referred to.“ 

Miller also urged the jury “not to 
consider the prominence of the defend- 
ant” in returning their verdict, but to 
judge “as though he were unknown“ 
to them. The religious issue he also 
declared “should be swept aside, al- 
though I apprehend that the defense will 
represent the defendant 
pion of c ag

W. H. Fleming, of Augusta, opening 
for the defense, urged that Watson 
be ‘judged in the light of the law, in the 
guaranteed thé right of freedom of the 
press,” and claimed the government 
had no case against. the defendant in 
that “the language used was. utilized in 
denouncing alleged obscenities, and, 
therefore, was allowable.” Fleming re- 
iterated Watson's claim that there was 
a. “personal animus” behind the prose- 
cution. e 

“This is not a bona fide prosecution,” 
he declared tothe jury. The government 
prosecutors objected at this point, and, 
after lengthy discussion which had 
marked almost every point at issue, 
Fleming turned to another subject, 
without awaiting a definite ruling upon 
his “right to draw deductions” from 
what he termed “the government’s evi- 
dence and lack of evidence.” 

Case to Jury Today. 

Watson, as his own leadin 
is to begin the closing W ge for the 
defense tomorrow. He will be followed 
by United States District Attorney E 
M. Donalson, who will close for the 
prosecution. After the usual charge to 
the jury the case was expected to reach 
the jury tomorrow about noon. 

There were several sharp passages 
between opposing counsel during ar- 
gument late today. In his speech As- 
sistant District Attorney Miller de- 
clared that Watson “had sought to 
evade responsibility” for mailing the 
alleged obscene matter, “until he was 
forced by the prosecution” to admit 
his responsibility. Counsel for Wat- 
son took issue with the statement, de- 
claring Watson “had not sought to 
evade this responsibility.” 

„Miller then took up the various ar- 
ticles mentioned in the indictment, 
pointing out what he termed the ob- 
scene and otherwise improper parts. 
The articles consisted of attacks upon 
the Roman Catholic church. In dis- 
cussing them Miller accused Watson 
of “trying to convert prejudices and 
passions of a few people .of Georgia 
into dollars and cents.” The defense 
objected, asserting that Watson had 
attempted to get into the record that

London, November 29.—-The campaign 
in the Near East is about to enter a new 
phase, upon which the visits of Lord 
Kitchener to Paris and Emperor Wil- 
liam to Vienna, it is believed, will have 
an important effect. 

Lord Kitchener, after visiting the 
Balkans and Italy, has arrived at Paris 
for conferences with the French staff, 
while the German emperor has gone to 
Vienna to see Emperor Francis Joseph 
and discuss with the Austrian generals 
what the next move will de. 

Presumbaly it is a question whether 
the central powers will attack the 
Anglo-French forces in southern Ser- 
bia or concentrate in western Bul- 
garia to meet the threat of a Russian 
invasion and the possibility of Rumania 
taking sides against her old enemies, 
Bulgaria and Turkey. 

So far as Serbia is concerned, winter

Washington, November 39.—8Seereta- 
ry Garrison, of the war department, 
issued a formal statement today sharp- 
ly arraigning former President Wil- 
liam H. Taft for having lent his name 
to what are termed “statements manda, 
cious in character and mischieveous in 
intent,” with relation to conditions in 
the Philippine islands under the pres- 
ent administration. Circulation of these 
statements, Mr. Garrison charges, show 
plainly “that the republican poli- 
ticians are attempting to lay the foun- 
dation for campaign material with re- 
spect to the Philippine islands.” 

Particular attention is given by the 
secretary to articles written by O. Gar- 
field Jones, and published in a Califor- 
nia newspaper and later republished 
in pamphlet form under the title, “Un- 
happy Conditions in the Philippine 
Islands,” with an introduction by Mr. 
Taft. The introduction attributed the 
conditions described to the “blind and 
foolish policy of President Wilson and 
Governor General Harrison.” 

In connection with his comment, Mr. 
Garrison makes public a letter which 
he says was written recently by Jones 
to the department, asking where a 
newspaper market might be found for 
a much better article“ which he had 
prepared on “The Filipinos and the 
Democratic Regime,” declared to be 
highly favorable to the administration.

The United States 
took over an enormous responsibility, 
which should be carried out in the 
highest spirit of good faith and altru- 
ism, and all those who respect the 22 
name of this country should at least re- 
frain from misrepresentation and false 
statements 8 conditions. 
“The government instituted in the 
islands by the United States was con- 
ceived in the best spirit and has, in the 
main, been carri out in the most 
worthy way. Such mistakes as have 


been made were only such as are inevi- 


table in the conduct of human affairs. 
That government has been continued in 
the same spirit by the present adminis- 
tration, and conditions, governmentally 
considered, were never better than they 
are in the Philippine islands today. 

“The bill which was pending in the 
last congress, and which will be 
brought before the next congress, is 
exactly in line with all that has here- 
tofore been done inthe islands, and is 
2 the next proper logical step to 
be taken toward developing the people 
thereof for self- government. No honest 
reading and consideration of the meas- 
ure can lead to any other conclusion. 
Because the preamble of that bill re- 
ponte in concrete language that which 
as been subsantially stated to be the 
position of this country from the time 
of President McKinley on down, it has 
been falsely labeled an ‘independence’ 
bill, and the impression has been be f 
conveyed that it alters in some vital, 
radical way the spr ad progress of the 
self-development of the Filipino peo- 
ple. Such an interpretation creates an 
absolutely false impression. 


Taft’s Record Recalled. 


“President Taft, when governor-gen- 
eral. of the Philippine islands, was the 
first one to announce that the motto 
of the American administration was 
The Philippines for the Filipinos.’ He 
properly and bitterly resented criti- 
cism against him for taking this posi- 
tion. He constantly stated that this 
was the only position which any one, 
acting in good th and with the hopes 
of his government in his — — could 
take; that from the very beginning this 
was the announced policy of this coun- 
try constantly iterated and reiterated 
by the presidents of this country, by its 
representatives, and by its congress. 
No one had so plainly set forth as has 
President Taft the malicious misrepre- 
sentations, the mendacious statements 
and the vicious assaults that proceed 
from those in the Philippine islands 
who are not permitted to exploit the 
natives and the country for their own 
benefit. 

“President Taft was absolutely justi- 
fied in his bitter*denunciation of these 
attacks, which makes it all the more 
8 to find him indulging in ex- 
actly the same conduct toward those 
who are now n positions of 
trust and responsibility in the Philip- 
pine government. 

“There lately appeared a series of 
articles in a newspaper catled The 
Oakland Tribune. Subsequently they 
were published in a pamphlet entitled 
‘The Unhappy Conditions in the Phil- 
ippine Islands,’ by O. Garfield Jones, 
former member of the Philippine de- 

artment of education, with an intro- 
faction by ex-President William How- 
ard Taft, former governor general of 
the Philippines. In the introduction 
ex-President Taft says: 

„ have read with much interest Mr.

conditions in the Philippines, published 
recently in The Oakland Tribune. It 
is not. news to me. 

„What he says of the demoraliza- 
tion in the present government, due to 
the blind and foolish policy of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Governor General Har- 
rison, is confirmed by every report that 
I receive from the islands. 


Slander, or Lying Statements. 


‘Undoubtedly any slander or lying 
statement can be confirmed et, Ph 
received from the Islands. r. Taft 
has pointed out with entire clearnéss 
where such reports come from. e 
said, when suffering from similar mis- 


representatition, speaking with respect 
to the American press and the three 
newspapers in the islands who were 
9 to speak the American public 
opinion in the islands, that Teer were 
engaged in ‘holding the Filitino up to 
contempt, exposing all 
vices, and givin im no credit what- 
ever for any virtues, and may be 
that this represents the feeling of the 
majority of the resident Americans in 
Manila. But can we not, in the end, 
be just, and give to the whole Fili- 
pina people their due? Should we make 
the Filipino people to judge Americans 
by the drunken, truculent American loaf- 
the article a discussion of the . 
islands living on the fruits of the labo 
of Filipino women, and give us more 
trouble than any other element in the 
islands? 

“Mr. Taft says that what Mr. Jones 
states in his article was not news to 
him—Mr. Taft. It was unquestionably 
news to Mr. Jones, because he made it 
up himself. 

In a letter written to General McIn- 
tyre, the chief of the bureau of insular 
affairs of the war department, dated 
October 26, 1915, Mr. Jones says:: 

“When I reached Berkeley August 
12 Mr. Loomis, of The Oakland Tribune, 
asked me for an anti-administration 
article. I told him that I had as much 
if not more to say for the administra- 
tion than I had against it. But 
gave him what he asked for by making 
the article a discussion of the treatment 
of Americans in the Philippine islands. 

He published this in two Sunday 
issues, and is now republishing it in 
pamphlet form with an introduction by 
ex-President Taft. 

„Now, I have written up a much 
better article on “The Filipinos and the 
Democratic Regime,” which is highly 
favorable, in my estimation, to the Har- 
rison administration, but have not been 
able to sell it as yet. Will you please 
give me a list of the three or four big 
newspapers that are most pro-Wilson 
and are likely to want pro-administra- 
tion articles on the 8 islands? 

“A sickening sense of shame must 
overcome Mr. Taft when he realizes 
where his blind partisanship in this 
matter has led him. To be found in 
such company under such circumstances 
is, however, the inevitable result of 
such a campaign. There is no miti- 
gating circumstance, because, with re- 
spect to every one of the charges, ac- 
cusations and statements in the article, 
full records were at the disposal of Mr. 
Taft if he had cared to learn the truth. 

J suppose it is too much to hope 
for, even in a matter of this kind, af- 
fecting, as it does, the good name and 
honor of our country, that partisan 
zeal shall restraim itself within the 
bounds of truth, decency and fair deal- 
ing. It would be something ot which 
we could all be proud if it were so.”

Cases of Inefficiency. 


“Similar cases of inefficiency occurred 
in the bureaus engaged in attempting 
to suppress the dangerous rhinderpest, 
in conducting the hospital, in collecting 
internal revenue.

| NEW ORLEANS HEARING 


New Orleans, November 29.—A hear- 


on sugar in carload and less than car- 
load lots in ten southeastern states, 
which was made by the railroads last 
June in obedience to a ruling of the 
interstate commerce commission under 
the “long-and-short haul” clause of the 
commerce act, was begun here today 
before W. A. Disque, special examiner 
of the commission. The case came up 
on the complaint of the New Orleans 
Joint Traffie bureau against 105 soutn- 
eastern railroads, large and small, the 
bureau opposing rates on sugar now in 
efféct in Louisiana, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Georgi Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina and 
Florida. 7 
The bureau's complaint alleged the 
new rates were unjust, unreasonable 
and discriminatory against. New Or- 
leans shippers and that they threat- 
ened ultimately to destroy the business 
of local jobbers in sugar shipments in 
less than carloads. Theodore Brent, 
general manager of the traffic bureau, 
prsented New Orleans’ ‘case, assisted by 
W. A. Wimbish, of the Atlanta Freight 
bureau, which also complained against 
the new rates. 
Attorneys for several railroads ap- 
peared in opposition to the complaint. 
Mr. Brent, the first witness, said that 
prior to last June the less carload rate 
on sugar from New Orelans exceeded 
the carload charge by an almost uni- 
form differential of 3 cents a hundred 
pounds at all points, but that under 
the new schedules this difference has 
been widened to from 10 to 16 cents 
per hundred. He presented figures in- 
tended to show that sugar rates from 
this city to its largest consuming ter- 
ritory have ,been advanced both as to 
carload and lesser shipments and that 
reductions have been made to places 
to which there i little movement.

THE HIGH SCHOOL PROBLEM. 
5 It is deeply to Ve regretted that, through 
unfortunate opposition, Atlanta’s University 
High school has again become an unsolved 
problem. Solution was about to be reached, 
through agreement of all interests repre- 
senting city, county and the school develop- 
ment of both; but it is now unexpectedly 
checked to the point at least of perhaps long 
and serious delay. 


It is difficult to understand what reasop-. 


able opposition can be offered to the use for 
university high school purposes of the com- 
paratively small stretch of Piedmont Park, 
constituting a natural shelf some twenty-five 
feet above the rest of the park, cut off by 
intervening private property on one side, 
and which, so far as present park purposes 
are concerned, is practcially useless, 

Conditions were ripe for the success of a 
great school project which has long been 
close to Atlanta’s heart: Leading officials 
of city and county, city and county boards 
ef education were agreed that this was the 
ideal solution of the university high school 
_ problem. 

The great pity of this unexpected and un- 
fortunate protest is that, in any event, it 
means long and serious delay, even should 
there remain possibility of ultimate success, 
m carrying through a splendid plan which, 
but a few days ago, seemed ripe for execu- 
tion. Atlanta has always gotten what she 
wanted in. big things through her spirit of 
unity and harmony; it was hoped that offi- 
cial unity in this project would strike a re- 
sponsive chord with all Atlantans.

If business activity is not so great at the 
present moment as some have anticipated 
and hoped, it is certainly not due to the fact 
that the people of this territory have not ex- 
perienced a reasonably profitable season, but 
is rather explained upon the theory that a 
long period of enforced economy has con- 
duced more to a gradual than to a sudden or 
an immediately extensive resumption in 
trade.

Certainly the money is here; that is self- 
evident from the figures. It is also certain 
that it will, sooner or later, find its way into 
trade channels, and in gradually but surely 
increasing volume.

THE COLUMBUS WRECK. 


There is one lesson that stands out more 
strongly than anything else in the railroad 


wreck which occurred near Columbus, Ga.,

A More. Vital Defect. 


Now we come to a more vital defect. It 
will be the future policy of this country to 
rely in time of great national danger upon 
the discharged soldiers, and during peace 
the army should be a school turning out a 
certain number of trained soldiers each year. 
These men to constitute the great reserve 
army to which the country looks for protso- 
tion when war is declared and not to the 
small standing army. Since our army is 
turning out trained soldiers at the present 
time at less than two-fifths its capacity and 
about 30 per cent of the discharged. soldiers 
re-enlist, thus reducing the number available 
for the reserves, we see that the present sys- 
tem if continued will never supply us with a 
reserve army and we will de rurced to send 
our untrained sons forth to fight our battle 
and be defeated and murdered. hen we 
take a pencil and paper and figure the num- 
ber of trained men our military plant could, 
by running on a maximum number basis, 
transfer to the reserves each year we see 
8 army is tob small to serve this end, 
he end being to wigs ge us with trained men 
for a reserve army of 800,000 men, which our 
military experts tell us is necessary to make 
this country secure from __ invasion. Also 
when we study the personnel of any regi- 
ment we find it comprised of men from prac- 
tically every state in the union, and a prac- 
tical mind will at once see the impossivility 
of keeping “tab” on these men When they 
are discharged and return to the four cor- 
ners of our country. To keep a record of 
300,000 discharged soldiers, assigned to and 
discharged from scattered regiments in the 
heterogenous manner that is now in vogue 
would require an army of clerks. 

Now let us discuss our military needs. Our 
war and staff colleges tell -us* convincingiy 
that in case our fleet was destroyed or ren- 
dered useless—say by being in the. Pacific 
ocean ‘when it should be in the Atlantic, 
or vice versa, and the Panama canal out of 
commission, certain strong military nations 
have, individually, sufficient merchant. ma- 
rine to land a cpmplete army of 300,000 men 
out of range of our coast defenses, capture 
them from the rear and immediately, uhop- 
posed, capture the adjacent cities (New York 
not 8 excepted); and they notify us that 
our greatest ‘possible military need is to be 
sufficiently strong in organized and trained 
men, to render such an invasion from any na- 
tion impossible. Hence it is clearly the 


duty of congress to provide this nation with. 


sufficient protection to make such 
an inVasion impossible, and to do so in the 
most economical manner as regards money 
and men permanently withdrawn from civil 
life. These military experts convince us 
that to secure the desired amount of nec- 
essary protection our mobile army should 
be increased by ten regiments of infantry 
and four regiments of field artillery; the 
national guard rendered more assistance gnd 
thus made more efficient; and that we should 
have an organized, *officered and trained re- 
serve army of 400,000 soldiers. I think these 
demands are sufficiently modest, reasonable, 
and can be economically supplied. 

Then let us now take up and discues the 
different proposed measures which would 
supply us with the desired regular army in- 
crease, an efficient national guard, and a 
reserve army of 400,000 men. To date all 
proposed plans for increasing our regular 
army have ssed over this vital issue by 
saying: e will increase our regular army 
by ten regiments of infantry and four regi- 
ments of field artillery,” but they do not 
tell us what spring of national impulse or 
sentiment to press during prosperous times 
to obtain these additional men, or even the 
present authorized number of men. All of

settle the question of selling abandonin 
our undesirable posts and piacing our sma 
army at strategetical points; they do not 
correct our present extravagant transporta- 
tion gents ed Lage by working out a sane 
plan of ne and discharging our sol- 
diers which would also keep them ayailable 
for reserve use. No plan so far has figured 
out what economical changes can be effect- 
ed in our regular army and how this money 
saving can be used to partially offset the ad- 
ditional expense of increasing the army. 
Until these questions are considered and cor- 
rected, to increase our regular mobile army 
would be unwise. 


Improving the National Guard. 


All appear agreed upon the plan of as- 
sisting aud improving the national guard by 
payiag them when in camp from poth the 


‘State and federal treasury and it is certain 


that this would be of some assistance. How- 
ever, I do not think such an expenditure a 
wise one until we correct certain defects in 
the national guard system as it now ex- 
ists. We should change the national guard 
so as to make it dovetail into any radicgl 
ange in our military policy. The spendi 
of tederal money upon inefficient national 
guard troops that can never become etfi- 
but the spending 
of the federal money upon even inefficient 
national _gvard organizations situated so that 
they c e made efficient should commence 
at once. By efficient national guard I mean 
an efficiency, possible of being attained, ‘at 
the end of two years’ service which would 
equivalent to a degreé of efficiency obtain- 
able by one year ot continuous service. You 
see, I adhere and ask you to adhere, to 
our accepted principle that we cannot use 
untrained troops in modern wars, and 1 
will not willingly consent to federal money 
being spent except in carrying out this prin- 
ciple.

“While I am not certain as to wheth- 
er it is necessary or not to call your 
attention to irregularities in the regis- 
tration lists to be adopted, yet I am 
reliably informed that about 1,500 or 
more registrations have been received 
than appeared on the lists for the late 
primary election; that a certain move- 
ment has been very active in securing 
registrations, hiring °° ‘strikers’ or 
‘workers’ in securing names; in fact, 
going so far as to pay taxes to secure 
registrations.
